ical Aſſiſtances; and that too in Matters of everlaſting . 
Concern. To limit therefore to one particular Pro- 
vince, a Regard to our Fellow Creatures, when it 
is capable of being ſo beneficially extended, would in 
my Opinion, debaſe even Humanity itſelf, and is utterly 
inconſiſtent with the Chriſtian Temper. And tho? a due 
Deference to the Publick inclines me to juſtify this Un- 
dertaking, yet every candid Reader will readily allow, 
that I need not make much Apology to ethers, for what 
my own Conſcience aſſures me is a neceſſary Duty. 
The frequent Opportunities of obſerving different (and

. £:m/lances, in order to reſtore Health and Soundneſs of 
A7ind, than to the ſeveral Symptoms in order to cure the 
Diſeaſes of the Body: For it is by no Means ſufficient to 
ſay, I will talk toa Man in ſuch and ſuch a Manner, be- 
cauſe he is fich, or in Pain: The Nature of his Malady ; 
the Courſe of Life, which in ſome Inſtances might occa- 
ſion, or contribute towards it; the Tenderneſs, or In- 
flexibility of his own Nature; any Abuſe or Defe& of 
his Reaſon or Education ; his Preſumption or Deſpair ; 
the various Approaches towards either Extreme; and 
the Senſe or Diſregard, which he ſhews to Chaſtiſements 
or Mercies; all theſe, I Tay, require a very different 
"Treatment.
